This In 
creased unemployment, rendered more 
diHldi't a solution of our industrial 
picihl ;ns. wliil.. th'- chaiarter of many 
of the immigrants was a menace to 
oar sodal and politleat InsUtutions. To 
protect American lahor and American 
Institution!, aealnst thia Invasion a law 
wa- enii' t.'d liiiiitini further ;ni;nii;ra 
tion to but three per cent, of the na- 
tionals already In America. 

The llrst necesnary step toward eco- 
nomic readjustment was necessarily 
reduction of expenses ahd baltSClDg of 
the budset On# Of the earilnt meas- 

ures enacted by the Republican Con 
gress was the bud^■et law. The pre- 
vious Republican Congress had en 
acted a budget law, but It was vetoed 
by President Wilson. The law went 
into effect July 1. 1921, In time to apply 
to the fiscal year beginning on the 
same date. Whatever e<on'inr. - h 'v.. 
been effected by reason of the Uudget 
Buraau ataoa that time are to be cred- 
ited to the early acUon of the Repub- 
lican Congress in putting the law on 
thi' bonks which created the Budget 
Ilureau and made its operation pos. 
Ribl.v 

The agricultural Industry of the 
eouBtry was anSering in a degree 
wbteh has never been equalled in its 

history. This important industry, 
whi. ;i direc tly affects one4hlrd of our 
population and indirectly affects every 
industrial, coramercial and financial 
activity, was facing bankruptcy. In 
orter to aaalat the lanMr tai thia 
period of economic dlatroaa tka Re- 
publican Congress enacted an elab- 
orate program of aKricuItural rehabili- 
tation. This program of construct ive 
legislation In behalf of the American 
tknnar la without parallel in the an- 
nala al Amerleaa lecialatlon. Tha sub- 
stantial effects of this 'eglslatlve pro- 
gram are now apparent on every hand. 

Notwithstandlne the Republican 
Congress elected in 1918 and assem- 
bled in special session in 1919 bad 
apjratriatad hundreda of millions for 
ex-earrlea maa, the adaiaiatration of 
these funds by the various executive 
agencies controlled by the Peinocrats 
had been .such tliat tlie ex service men 
had received a mlnimuai of benefit 
from the funds. A large part of tbis 
waa due to lack at coordination and 
eo-operation at Um variova bureaus 
One of tlie fcreate&t pieces of construc- 
tive le^isia'.ion of the Republican Con- 
t;res.s wa^ liie consolidation of the va- 
rious a;;encies ilealinK with t!ie ex- 
seivici- man uudi i the one head of the 
Veteran^ liureiu. This assures expe- 
dition us well as fair and adequate 
treatment of our disabled ex-service 
men. 

In addition to this consolidation and 
reorganisation additional millions wore 
appropriated for the vae of the Bu- 
raav. American es-aervlee men of the 
World War have booa better treated 
at tha hands of the RepnbUeaa Con- 
greia than the es-aervlce men of any 
previoua war in American biatory and 
better treated than the ex-service men 
Of any other nation engaged In the 
World War. And the end is not yet. 

As an aid to the agricultural sec- 
tions and as an aoiidote tu the unem- 
ployment iltuatiou the Congress 
passed st t75.uO<),i>UO appropriation bill 
tor the construction and niuiotei^aiice 
of improved highways, whn h sum will 
bu doubled when the proviaioas ol the 
bill ar« complied with by Statss put- 
ting up an squsl sum of money.

Land That Haa Bern Utilizsd for Peaa, 
Patatoes or Beans i« uanally 
Made Use of. 

Late cabbage Is usually grown on 
land that hax been ntlliaad for iieax, 
early potatoea, or baana during the 
early part of tba aaaaon. The seed 
sboold ba aown In a aaad bn or a 
special outdoor bed four to six weaka 
before the plants are needed for set- 
ting. The seed should not be aown too 
thickly, and It Is a good plan to thin 
the plants to an even stand In the need 
lied, so thfv will develop uniformly. 
The land on wlilrh late i-abbage Is 
grown .should lie well fertilized, and 
the plaut.s set IS to 2i) laches apart in 
row.s thre«' feet apart.
